There came mighty near being a homi-
cide or an uxorcide on .Maricopa Btrcet
just across from the city hall night befo-

re-last.

Bob Archer, whom everybody lcnowii,
went homo drunk and the fact that his
wife had not at that particular hour
been quite abstemious was to Bob's dis-
advantage. Ho was inclined to be
quarrelsome and she was more than in-

clined to bo resentful. Ho made an as-

sault upon her and hIiu seized a carving
knlfo with which blio struck him a blow
on the left sidoof the throat. Tho
knifo just punctured the jugular nnd a
line spray of life's blood spurted out apil
kept on bpurtiug.

Bob became sober enough to know
that ho wan badly hurt and hurried to
Dr. Helm's olllce. The wound was a

A RACE WAR.

Two White Mon and an Alaska
Indian Killocl.

Tho Trouble Aroso Over tho Dis-

charge of tho Indians From tho
Largo Canneries.

Pout Townsenii, July 10. News
from Ohilcat, Alaska, July 8, was re-

ceived today on tho steamer City of
Topeka, to the ofiect that a fatal en-

counter between Indians and tlio white
men employed nt the cannery occurred
on July 5. Some of the IndionB had
been discharged from tho cannery,
and thoy in return disputed tho rights
of tho white fishermen to fish on the
Chilcat river. On June 20 a party of
Indians concealed in tho timber near
the edge of the Chilcat river fired on
tho fishing steamer Lillian. Several
loads of buckshot entered the pilot
house, but no ono was injured. On the
Fourth of July the feeling had to some
extent been pacified. At an Indian
dance a drunkeu white man kicked a
Bqnaw. The Indians were intoxicated,
and started out on the warpath.

One young fellow, Joseph Myeis, of
Asoria, who was not present or con-
cerned in tho fight, rushed around to
tho cabins of the ihhermen, arousing
them from their slumbers, when lie
was fired upon by the Indians. s

struck below the heart and died
threo hours later. An incessant firing
was kept up for several hours. Two
whito men wero injured, one of whom
was taken to Juneau for treatment and
will probably die. Ono Indian wob
killed outright and several wounded.
A truce was finally declared nnd the
battle stopped. The feeling is intense
and a fresh outbreak is oxpected at any
momeut. The superintendent of the
cannery went nt once to Sitka to con-
fer with Governor Kuapp and ask for
assistance. Tho governor had, how-
ever, left on tho Mohican a week pre-
vious for n months' cruiso along the
western shore of Alaska. The roveuue
cutter Pinta hart also gone away for a
brief cruise. There was no way to send
nid to tlio cannery men. Tho steamer
Chilcat is expected to nrrivo from
Alaska tomorrow with further news.

San Fkancisco, July 10. Associated
Press.

It says that
sevorul months ogo the schooner Un-
dine sailed for a cruiso among the
South Sea'Islands with a crew of eight
men besides a mate and Capt. Costidlo.
At Honolulu a man xvho was introduced
ns tho mate's brother, joined the ves-
sel.

M. DUVAL ET FILS

A Frenchman and Son
of Paris, France,

Will Soon Establish an
Immense Brewery

In tho Salt Rlvor Valloy Noar
tho City of Phoenix.

Tho Water of tho Rlvor by Analysts
Has Boon Found to Bo Equal to

to the Best In the World.

Mr. A. J. Porterie yesterday received
a letter from Duvnl & Son, brewers at
Crenelle, a suburb of Paris, France, in
which they stated that they intended to
make immediate arrangements for the
establishment of a brewory here.

The elder Mr. Duval was here last
February. He is an invalid and left
France for America on the advico of his
physicians on account of pulmonary
trouble. After arriving in Now York
he was directed to various parts of the
country without experiencing any de-

cided relief until ho hud reached tho
Salt River valley.

He remained In 1'heenix for a con-

siderable length of time, during which
he enjoyed all the winter balminess of
lovely Franco nnd tho samo time en-

joyed a respite from what he had be-

lieved to be the grasp of death. He
decided then that he would become ii
resident of Arizona and with tho prov-
erbial frugality of the Frenchman ho
began looking about to discover how he
could better his financial as well aB liis
physical condition.

Here was grown the bariey, hops and
all the ingredients of the foaming beer,
but something elto must always lie
taken into consideration in tlio manu-
facture of beer. Grain and hops nre
alike all the world over but within a
few hundred miles there is likely to be
and nearly always is a vast difference in
the quality of water which seems to
affect more than the difference of skill
the quality of beer. Tho Germans who
established the numerous breweries nt
Milwaukee and St. Louis did so more
with reference to tho quality of the
water obtainable than with regard to
the facilities of obtaining grain, hops,
and altogether without regard to the
prospective markets for their produc-
tions.

Without means of ascertaining if the
water here was of the proper quality
Mr. Duval took samples of both the
canal water and that obtained from
wells in tho city. He sealed thia care-
fully and took it with him to France,
where a few weeks ago it was submitted
to a careful analysis. The water from
the wells was found to be of an inferior
character for the purpose of tho manu-
facture of beer but the canal and Salt
River water was found by a com-

parative analysis to be quite liko the
water which supplies the great brewe-
ries at Strasburg.

So he writes he has fully determined
to return to Arizona and establish
breweries not second in importance to
those of St. Louis and Milwaukee.

He will endeavor to make an arrange-
ments with the Arizona canal company
by which he can bo supplied with water
not only ns an ingredient but for tho
purpose of supplying power.

Mr. Duval will soon leave lor America
to carry out the plan which ho has
formulated and it is safe to beliove that
within the next two or threo years that
among Arizona's chief enterprises will
be that of Duval et Cic.

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A HORSE THIEF

Taken Last Night After

It turned
out that Stedman did not come here
but went to New Mexico. He is a jock-
ey and the marshal, having learned this
traced him along the course of the cir-
cuit to Albuquerque, bilvei City,
through Lake county and to Socorro.
There, it is said, he stole another hoise.

Recently he came to Mem and though
his whereabouts were well known it
was still difficult to show that he had
stolen the stallion. Last Friday he
came to the city in search of work and
that lie might more easily keep him un-
der surveillance tho marshal got him a
job having in the meantime located the
Etolen horte. He at once notified the
Yavapai authorities by wire, and pend-
ing their action kept a close natch upon
Stedman.

Yesterday Stedman drove the Mesa
stugo out and the marshal seeing how
easily he might escape if he once look
alarm determined' to arrest him on in-
formation and suepicion immediately
upon his return. It appears though
that Stedman was not suspicious and
when he returned last night he was
met by the marshal who broke the news
to him as gently as possible but took
him in all the same. He was turned
over to the county authorities and the
Yavapai olficials'were notified of the
arrest. The horse is also cared nt the
Monihon corral.
